Unique Device 


W ashington (ZP)- 
An

“ picture” of the w eather over th* 
whole United States now is avail 
able to aviators every four hours 
through a 
device 
that 
sends 
weather maps instantaneously. 
Tho system, which 
in 
effect 
sends whole maps over telegraph 
wires, has been developed by th* 
weather bureau 
in 
cooperation 
w ith tho commerce department. 
Maps Marl** at Intervals 
Every four hours weather m an­ 
ure prepared by 
observers 
in 
Cleveland. Ohio, 
Kansas 
City 
Mo., and Oakland. Cal., each map 
covering about 
one-third of th* 
country. 
On each map are typed 
symbols
